“NOT UNSUITABLE: » FOR PURPOSE 


[To the Editor of the “China Mail."7 

Sir,_With .reference to recent 
correspondence on the subject of 
the Rescue Tug “Kau Sing,” the 

” Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce feels that -it cannot allow 
to pass without comment the cri- 
ticisms contained in the Harbour 
Master’s Report, embodied in Ses- 
sional Paper No. 2 of 1929, and 
published in the Press. 

The design of the “Kau Sing” was 
adopted by the Government on the 
recommendations of a Special Com- 
mittee appointed ‘by the Chamber | 
of Commerce in 1928-1924 at the 


“request -of the Government: this 
Committee consisted of Messrs. R. 
.M. Dyer, J. Reid, Capt. A. W. 
Davison, Capt. T. Arthur, Mr. W. 
Lang (Surveyor to Lloyd’s Regis- 
try) and was under the Chairman-. 
ship of Mr. R. Sutherland (Chair- 
man of the Shipping Sub-Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce). In 
fairness to these gentlemen the 
Chamber of Commerce desires to 
make the following comments. 


The Harbour Master's case may 
be summarised as folldws:— 

(a) “Kau Sing", owing to having 
only .a single screw, is practically 
unmanageable in typhoon weather, 
‘when attempting io manoeuvre 
alongside a ship. ‘ 

(b) The boiler installation is 
unsuitable because too long a time 
is taken in getting up steam. “From 
cold boilers it takes 12 hours to raise 
steam, and even with banked fires 
in one boiler it ds not’ considered 
safe.to send her outside harbour 
limits until such time as steam has- 
been raised in the second bofler.” 

(c) As it would be uneconomical 
to convert “Kau Sing” from her pre- 
sent steam power to Diesel motor 
power, the Hexbour Master recom- 
mends seJling her and. building a 
new tug with twin screw. - 

A full statement on the ‘points ‘at 
issue is attached to this letter, bat 
for convenience 1. will summarise 
them here.

In response to requests, the 
Chamber of Commerce received 
from the Government, under dates 
May 23-and June 10, 1929, extracts 
from the log of the “Kau Sing”, 


particulars of the qualifications and ; 


experience of the four officers who 
from time to time have had charg? 
of the vessel, and statements, by 
these officers giving their opinion 
as to how the tug. handles, 

One of these statements is dated 
27.7.26; three’ others are dated 
10.6.29., Between the four officers 
| who, at various periods since the 
tug was launched, have had charge 
of the tug there js a striking con- 
flict of opinion as to her steaming 
abilities. The relevant extracts 
from the log contain no statement 
to the effect that, under the deserib- 
ed circumstances, the tug was not 
able to do what was required of 
her. 

The tug masters’ statements 
generally are inconclusive, -being 
vitiated by the fact that, none of 
them have had previous experience 
in the handling of tugs. 


3, Diesel v. Steam Power 
The attached comments show in 
detail] the technica] reasons why 


steam engines are more suitable for 
tugs than Diesel motor engines. 


The question of the length of time] 


taken to raise steam does not really 
enter into the case. because the 
“Kau Sing”, having been specially 
built for rescue work in typhoons, 
was designed on the assumption 
that there would be ample time for 
raising steam after the typhoon 
warning is received. It should be 
emphasised that she was not de- 
signed for any “purpose for which 
quick stéam-raising is required, and 
this is borne out -by the terms of 
reference to the Chamber of Com- 
merce Special Committee, as.set out 
in a letter ‘from the Government to 
-the Chamber of Commerce, dated 
September 26, 1926, when the ob- 
ject of the proposed tug was -stated, 
to be “rescue work in thé harhour 
during typhoon-weather.”’ . 

‘Further criticisms of the “Kau 
Sing” were heard after the “Hain 
Wah” -went ashore and sank off 
Waglan. on January. 16, 1929, be- 
cause the tug was not under steam 
and was unable'to raise’steam -in 
time to:go'to the immediate assist- |: 
ance of: the ship.

.SEAMEN’S "UNION 


FUSION NEGOTIATIONS NOW 
NIED 

London.—Following the suggestion 
which has been published of the fusion 
between two big trade unions—the 
National Union of Seamén_and the 
Tronsport .and General Workers’, 
Union”—a denial was issued, in an 
official communique to the Press by 
the Seamen’s Union. The statement is 
as follows:—° : 

“It was stated in the Press 
that within the next two 
months a definite step would be taken 
to bring one. hundred thousand ‘or 
more seamen in the National Union 
‘of Seamen within the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, and that a 

seeret meeting of the parties, with 
authority to speak on behalf of each 
union, had been postponed until after 
the General Election. 

“There is no truth whatever in the 
above statement. No negotiations, 
secret or otherwise, have taken place 
between the two unions. * Neither are 
such negotiations likely to take place. 
The National Union of Seamen has 

- no intention of amalgamation with 
the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union or any other body.” 


‘The statement is signed by Mr: W. R. 
Spence, the general secretary, for and 
on behalf of the executive of the coun- 
cit of the Seamen’s Union. 

Ex-Officials’ Efforts 

Mr. Spence, in an interview with, 
representative of “The Journal of Cofn- 
merce,” said that for some months} 
efforts had been made to form a marine 
section of the Transport and’ General 
Workers’ Union. . “Several ex-officials 
of the National Union of Seamen,” he 
said, ‘‘who were either discharged or 
resigned, have joined up with those. 
concerned in the efforts. 

“Fhese men (are endeavouring . to 
start this Section and to win the allegi- 
ance of 6ux members for the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union. The fees 
and contributions of this new. section 
are a trifle lower than ours, and- the 
promoters are promising the men’ all 
kinds of specious improvements in their 
conditions, wages, and working, which 
we ourselves know would. make it al- 
most impossible for the shipping indus- 
try of the country to be run at a profit 
and_ survive. : 

“There is a joint conciliatory board 
called the National Maritime Board, 
half of which represents our shipown- 
ers and: the other half ourselves and 
cther affiliated maritime ‘unions. Con- 
sequently: there is no necessity for us 
to go out and beat the big drum and 
tell seamen what we are going to do, 
as all our grievances. come before the 
board, and by negotiations we general- 
ly, get what we are after. 

“Although we are the largest_seafar- 
ing union in the world, we -no re- 
presentation whatever. Step: ©: being 
taken to rectify this position;-and we 
hope that the + “General 
Election we receive: 
proper. - recognition and repre- 
sensation in the 
ference at Geneva. We are non-poli- 
tical, and have no political levies—on 
the decision of our members at a na- 
|tional ballot. Consequently we are free 
agents, and we were disaffiliated 
froni the T.U,C. on this ground. 
We have no quarrel with the 
T.U.C. or anyone else, but we do

American tourist travel to. Europe 
has been showing a steady increase 
in-the past three years, according to 
an analysis prepared by the Bank of 
American National Association. Be- 
tween 1926 and 1928: the total num- 
ber of passengers sailing from North 
American ports, the review says, in- 
creased. about 17. per cent., and the 
season now beginning is expected to 
bring, the 1929 total well above that 
of 1 


however, shows that the gain_has 
been more apparent than real. Post- 
war increases in travel’ have been 
confined largely to-cabin and tourist 
classes, These gains, moreover, have 
been largely at the expense of second 
and third-class travel and to a less- 
er extent. of first-class. The total 
number of passengers carried ‘in 1928 
was nearly 200,000 smaller than in 
the years before the war. . 

“In “1928. rst-class travel was 
lighter by about -7,000 passengers 
than before the war,’ the r 
continues. “The extent. to whit 
second-class travel has- been affected 
by the introduction of the cabin class 
is seen in the decline from the pre- 
war total of 125,000 to less than 
49,000 second-class passengers last 
year. 

“As compared with figures for 
1913, when eastbound traffic’ ‘was at 
its height, and second-class passen- 
gers , numbered 141,200, the decline 
is even more marked. The total of 
cabin , and second-class passengers 
combined. amounted only to. 130,800 
in 1928. Rates for cabin and second- 
class passages are the same. The 
distinction between the two lies’ in 
the fact that in. boats which carry 
no first-class, -second-class is design- 
ated as cabin class. 

"The most striking decline has, of 
course, been in third-class travel, 
which has dropped from the pre-war 
average of 461,500 to 170,000 passen- 
gers in 1928... Eve when tourist is 
included. with. thi » in ‘the late 
‘ter year, bringing .the total up to

King, Robinson and Co.), whose. firm 
was the official British Government 
agency for whale oil during the war, 
“that British sailors, who founded 
the whaling. industry, should’ have 
dropped .out of it just at the begin- 
ning of its most profitable period. 

“Only last year,” he said, “Admiral 
Evans, the Anterctic explorer, stress- 
ed the importance of the whaling in- 
dustry as an ‘outlet ‘for British 
capital and as a souree of employ- 
ment not only for our ex-naval offi- 
cers and men but also for our ship- 
building trades, He complained ‘that 
we had sat still while the Norwegians 
wrested~from us an industry that is 
now bringing them parllions of 
pounds. : 

“On the other hand, I think it is 
to the eredit of the Norwegians that, 
‘while British seamen were forgetting 
‘all they ever know about whaling. 
the Norwegians themselves were -put- 
ting the industry on a sound com- 
mercial footing.”- 

Science and ‘modern appliances 
have been: brought to their aid by 
the Norwegians at every turn, both 


for “spotting” “and killing and treat-| 


ing the whale. Aeroplanes are likely 
to be used for observation purposes 
in the near future, and experiments 
are being made with apparatus .in- 
tended to the whale by. passing an 
electric current along -the wire at- 
tathed to the harpoon.
